If you are interested in researching old ama- 
teur Call Signs, it is easier now than it used 
to be. There are about 50 callbooks that 
have been scanned and placed online. You 
can view them online or download PDF 
files containing various sections (usually by 
call district). Earliest is 1909 and going 
through 1994, and not many long gaps 
(although you might miss some Novice li- 
censes here and there). The 1920s is almost 
complete. Some years it is the winter edi- 
tion and others spring, so you can't sort by 
year but you can find what they have easily 
enough.

Under search, enter callbook 
The listing will appear. 


There were 57 items in the listing, although 
a few of them refer to magazines that re- 
ferred to callbooks.

His new thing, as of a few 
months ago, is that he volunteers to Re- 


peaterbook.com as a North Carolina 


“admin” which means he is the guy that 
reviews local submissions from the 

crowd. Repeaterbook is a free website run 
by dozens of hams. Repeaterbook lets 
you search out repeaters by frequency, 
distance from some specified town, or by 
state. You can chose to show repeaters 


which are reported on-the-air, or all re- 


peaters, in any search. 


Repeaterbook.com is a crowd-sourced 
Repeater book, giving frequencies, loca- 
tions, PL tones, offsets, club information, 
and much more. Crowd-sourced means 
its information is supplied by every-ham 
and can be submitted to the system by an- 
ybody who choses to. You sign up and 
validate an email address, then, using but- 
tons on the web-site, you can add or 
change information displayed on the 
site. Ifyou see something wrong on the 
site, it is up to you to change it! 

Repeaterbook shares its data with a cell- 
phone app available for Android and Ap- 
ple smart-phones and tablets. Search for 
Repeaterbook. Changes submitted on the 


web site will eventually show up as a

Original Announcement Date: June 21, 2016 


The Technician Class license, Level 1, is the first of three levels of licensure. Level 2 is the 
General Class and Level 3 is the Amateur Extra Class. The Technician course assumes 
that you know nothing about electronics, communications or advanced math. 


Children/youth: We highly encourage the participation of children and youth especially as a 
means to acquaint them with science and technology (i.e., STEM). It is recommended that 
the child be at least 13 (7 grade). It is a struggle for children of younger ages, although we 
have seen some pass the test. Parents are encouraged to attend the sessions with their chil- 
dren (at no cost if they are not getting a license). Boy Scouts have an Amateur Radio Strip 
that can be worn on the uniform of a scout who has an Amateur Radio license. 


When: This course has four sessions: Aug 6, 20, 27, Sep 10. (There are two gaps: Aug 
13 and Sep 3 when there is no session.) The sessions will begin at 8:00 a.m. and end 
around 12:30 p.m. 


Where: Raleigh, NC. Specific location will be provided upon pre-registration. 
Volunteer Instructor: Curt Phillips, W4CP, has an Extra Class license. 


Tuition: $10.00 (payable at the first session). There is no tuition for RARS members who 
are attending (auditing) a course of which they already have a license. 


Course Text: The required manual is the current edition of: The ARRL Ham Radio License 
Manual - Level 1 Technician, 3rd Edition (April 2014) (ISBN: 1-62595-013-0). The stu- 
dent is responsible for the purchase of the manual which can be obtained online (i.e. ARRL, 
Amazon, etc.). 


Examination: An optional examination is scheduled for the afternoon of the last session for 
the convenience of the students. This is done by a separate group of RARS Volunteer Exam- 
iners and there is an additional fee. 


Pre-Registration: E-mail me back with your phone number __ (incase | need to 
get a hold of you quickly). A registration form and other details will be e-mailed to you. 


This course is also listed on the ARRL Website at “Find a Class.”

Field Day is the largest 
emergency preparedness exercise in the United States. It has been an approximately annual 
event since 1933. Temporary off- the- grid stations are set up outside to simulate disaster re- 
sponse. RARS will have a GOTA station for new/inactive hams or the curious. Field Day is 
not a contest although its operating procedure is similar. Dennis reviewed the station classes 
and restrictions. Home stations may participate in Field Day with some restrictions, e.g., if 
you operate W4DW at the farm, you cannot go home and work W4DW for credit.
